Our flood-control delegation went 


out to a gloomy capital Tuesday 


. morning, and tragedy struck right 


there 
in the 
Senate committee 


room. At the very end of the Red 
river valley hearing the opponents 
of Millwood dam were recognized 
and preparations made to put their 
statements in the record. 


The spokesman was Col. Roy D. 


Burdick, the others being Peter 
Jocrs of Dierks Lumber & Coal Co., 
and 
Louis 
Graves, editor 
and 


9 publisher of the Nashville News. 


Col. 
Burdick began reading 
a 


10-minute summary. 


After three minutes he faltered 


on a phrase, re-started the sen- 
tence — and then said, "I can't 
see . . . " 


Louis Graves said, "Colonel, may 


I continue reading for you?" and 
took the papers gently. I had 
a 


sharp premonition of tragedy, and 
so did the senators -urj there on tho 


f committee bench. 


Louis read for another minute or 


two, 
and then Col Burdick, still 


standing in silence, began to slump. 
Louis stopped reading and caught 
him. Others helped. They called a 
doctor and took Col. Burdick to 
Walter Reed hospital. He never 
regained consciousness, and died 
at C;30 that night 


•Before leaving Washington Wed- 


nesday morning I sought to give 


^. Peter Jocrs our heartfelt sympathy, 
W * but he was away from the hotel 


making funeral arrangements and 
I asked Louis Graves to forward 
the message. 


No community argument over 


the imponderables of flood control 
can 
obscure 
the fact that Col. 


Burdick died while doing the job 
he had devoted his life to. He had 
been a high-ranking officer of the 
Corps of Engineers for 30 years — 
from 1016 until his retirement in 


jp 1946. He was chief of operations 


at Memphis from 1935 to 1938 and 
directed the fight against the great 
flood of 1937 at Cairo. His final post 
was chief of the Little Rock district, 
retiring from the Corps of Engi- 
neers in 1946 to become a private 
consultant. 


I did not know him personally. 


But in his last great moment I 
knew him for 
a soldier whq fol- 


lowed his engineering calling to 
^the very end.

The administration argued fiat

taxes now above that level, ex- 
cept for liquor and tobacco. 


The changes would be effective 


April. 1. They would cut taxes on 
movies Snd other admissions, tele- 
phone bills, rail, bus and air pas- 
senger fares, jewelry, cosmetics, 
pocketbooks, 
furs, 
luggage, tele- 


grams, sporting goods, 
cameras, 


pens, mechanical pencils lighters 
and other items.

No Explanation 
for Terrorism 
^Washington 


(Editors: Puerto Hi o's Gov. 


Luis Munoz Marin hurried 
to 


Washington a few hours after 
the shooting in Congress to ex- 
press the indiganation of 
the 


Puerto Rican people, to visit 
the wounded congressmen, ami 
to call on the President. 
In 


the following dispatch he gives 
his views on the situation.)

Governor of Puerto Ico 
(Written for the United Press) 


WASHINGTON — fhere is 
no 


satisfactory explanation 
of 
the 


terrorism which fell upon Congress 
on Monday, but it is heartening to 
observe how Wholesome and tem- 
perate the American people can be 
in the face of a senseless outage. 


I am glad to pay tribute to the 


American people and the Congress. 
It is a warming experience. 


I would like to 
reiterate 
that 


Pureto Rican Nationalists number 
fewer than five hundred. Puerto 
Rico has suffered from their lun- 
acy. The mainland also has suf- 
fered from their lunacy. 


I have offered President Eisen- 


hower a still greater cooperation 
by the commonwealth government 
in dealing jointly with this incredi- 
ble and intolerable situation. 


Every organized community must 


risk lunatics, politcal, social and 
economic. Nevertheless, there are 
resources in democratic communi- 
ties which will reduce the risks 
they generate. 


People in the states and in Puer- 


to Rico know th ta adecent job 
is a means of sane life. God in; 
vented work as a route to sanity. 


Friendly association in schools, 


in churches and in neighborhoods 
is a reassurance 
that all 
men 


want, In the states and in Puerto 
Rico we all must remember that. 


Oficials in Pureto Rico and in 


the states can do a great deal to 
instruct one another on problems 
rised by 
emigration 
and 
long 


standing economic problems 
in 


Puerto Rico. 


As for the lesser but crucially 


important business of policing, 
I 


shall make available 
to 
various 


police officers :n the states and to 
the FBI whatever information the 
commonwealth of Puerto Rico has 
assembled, and will assemble, on 
terrorists and terroristically 
in- 


clined. I anticipate a fruitful type 
of cooperation which will lessen 
the risks of such monstrous out- 
breaks as occurred this week. 


On .behalf of the people of Puerto 


Rico I commend the people of the 
United States. Their understanding, 
their forbearance and their kind- 
liness must make a mark oil the' 
decent opinions of mankind. 


The attitude of the Congress, of 


affection and understanding 
for 


Puerto Rico, afte rthe great out- 
rage by a handful of Puerto Ri- 
can fanatics is a moving example 
of the nobility of 
the 
American 


people and the moral greatness of 
the American Congress.
